This box she 
carried to the attic in the building and 
there by means of a large siiike and 
a hammer, she forced the lock off the 
box and tooU from it $148 In money 
which Sing had beep aavlng for aome 
time. Ten dollars In the box was 
over looked. 

When interviewed this afternoon, 
sing said that the negro woman Ka'h- 
ered up fouriarge blankets and placed 
them In a basket and then took a 
atreet fear going Baat at Third and 
Llmeatone atraeta.

eleot of the^Way* and Means Commit 
tee, favors the passage by the House 
during the summer of a protective 
tariff measure which will inipose high 
duties on foreign goods and save 
American labor and living standards 
"There Is noW every indication, ev- 
ery reHon to believe," said Mr. Ford 
aey to your correspondent, "that the 
next few years may witness a commer- 
cial struggle among the different na' 
tlons, ^ struggle to regain old markets 
and to find new markets for export 
trade, and that the success of Ameri- 
cta induatrles and the welfare of the 
kaiilaUi people will hinge, in no 
ami^efrii, on our tariff lawB. This 
is a time,' It seems to me, that calls for 
sane, sensible businesslike action. No 
one man or party Is greater than the 
nation, and selfishness and partisan- 
ship msst 'not stand in the way of good 
■OTanmiant But the nature of tariff 
ehaagea and the time tor such legls 
latlon/ls a matter that the majority 
should and will decide. 

"During the war the demand for all 
kinds of goods, as a general rule, far 
exceeded the supply. Pi ices went sky- 
ward. A man with most anything to 
Ball could sell it at a profit A manu- 
ftwtiirer, no matter bow waittfnl his 
methoda, could make money. There is 
now, however, reason to believe we 
are approaching a period when supply 
may exceed demand when the nation 
or nations with goods to sell will meet 
with diflS<!ulty in finding a ready mar- 
ket We ahould act fbrget our experi- 
maattnc with tow tariff legislation just 
prior to the war, when men ont of em- 
ployment became a menacing problem 
and business stagnation was every- 
where in evidence. We should benefit 
by experience and prepare the coun- 
^tiji to properly meat oondltiona soon 
t« eoBfroat uB. 

"Generally speaking, the cost of pro- 
duction, due mostly to higher wages, 
of everything on the farm and in the 
factory Is higher in .^nierici than in 
Gurape and Asia. It is the high stan- 
dard of living in America, guaranteed 
by child labor laws, factory inspec- 
tion laws, laws regarding hours of 
tobor, minimum wages and emuloyer's 
HablJIty and other laws, which, while 
they bcTicfit labor, materially add to 
the cost of production. To have these 
beneficial laws and abide by theui and 
then attempt to compete in an open 
■Wket with the products of- poorly

Mingled with these traits there Is a 
sort of gentleness to be found- in the 
Black Mlnorcas.

It ia much easier to prepare Bteck 
Mineroas for the Poultry Show than 
most any other variety. BoinK dark- 
in color they do not have to be wash- 
ed like the white birds. On llio whole 
they are not much trouble to condi- 
tion for the poultry show. 
'In the show room, the Bl«ok Ml- 
norcas are one of the leading variet- 
ies At most or the best shows, they 
are one of the largest^ classes. The 
beautly in any poultry show is alway.s 
found In the Minorca aisle. Tlie male 
Minorca birds are rather large and 
cannot be put in any aort of a show 
cage. Many poultry aaaociatlons hare 
recognised this tact and have donated 
double-sized sages for thek male Mi- 
norca birds. These cages. In my 
mind, are quite essentiol. They give 
an added attraction to the .Minorca 
aisle because the birds get a chance 
to make a good appearance.

Stanley, James Scott, 
chairman of the commission; Robert 
Oretn aad Ben lUngo, members of the 
commission, meeting with the delega- 
tion from this county. 

No (Icflnlte agreement as Just what 
settlement will be effected between the 
commission and the county was reach- 
ed, although It was stated by one mem- 
ber of the delegation, which returned 
last night that court action restrslning 
(be commission and attacking the law 
under which they were operating ap- 
peared to be further away than it has 
been at any other time since the dls- 
sention between the commission and 
the county begun. 

Both the commission and the dele- 
gation presented their sides of the sit- 
uation, which was thoroughly discuss- 
ed. On other occasions that a delega- 
tion has gone to Frankfort from this 
county to protest against actions of 
the commission they have never been 
thoroughly heard the commission oc- 
cupying most of the time presenting 
flgurlM and making sUtemenU. 

Sometime ago, representatives from 
several co\intles of the SUte, including 
Bourbon, Montgomery, Scott, Mason 
Clark and Kenton, met here ann dis- 
cussed what action would be taken 
against the commission should it at- 
tempt to enforce the raises in assess- 
ments it had ordered In these counties. 

It was proposed during this confer- 
ence that a light be made on the Tax 
Commission, both in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court and the Court of Appeals. 
This In all probability would have 
been the method by which the counties 
would have proceeded. The confer- 
ence of yesterday to some extent in- 
dicates that this county and the com- 
mission may adjust dllterences with- 
out legal action.

Following dire predlotlou of ten 
cent tobaoeo and a guttad narket. It 
is Indeed encouraging '\o Maaon eoun- 

ty farmers to read the following letter 

received by County Agent Kirk from 
the Department of Markois at the Ex- 
periment Station. Tills letter is sent 
out after a careful survey of condi- 
tions both domestic and foreign, and 
reveals ths true situation hotter than 
any prior foreoaat «Thls should not 
be taken ai a bid for overproduction, 
but ns an analysis of factors bearing 
on next ye^ir's price. 

The condition of the rloslnn mar- 
ket for tobacco 1918-19 after a season 
of unprecedented high prices and pre- 
ceding a ssason of unusual promise of 
a large crop of tobacco for 1919-80 has 
given rise to considerable Inquiry 
among growers and buyers alike as to 
the probable situation In the new crop. 
\ careful investigation of domestic 
and foreign markets conducted by (he 
Department of Markets of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky has sllclted con- 
siderable Information on the subject 
which should be of value to the tobac- 
co industry and this market news bul- 
letin is accordingly issued for thai 
purpose. 

The sharp decline In tbe end of the 
season's market seems to have been 
caused by several factors among 

which were inability to further finance 

a high price crop and the fact that 
many buyers had purcliaBcd cillier the 
entire amount reiiuired by tlu>m or 
such an amount of to])acco as the limit 
of their credit would stand. Because 
of this several of the buyers left the 
market and others attended it only 
in a disinterested fashion and price of 
loose leaf, therefore, declined rapidly 
to a low point of stablllzatjon where it 
remained for tlie balance of tlie sea- 
son. 

DOMESTIC CONDITIONS. It ap- 
pears that the hand,lers of tobacco in 
the United. States are |[ery well stock- 
ed with the weed and In many cases 

ovverstocked, carrying lurne (|iianti- 
ties on partial payment for foreign or- 
der Every storage house in the East- 
ern part of the United SUtes capable 
of storing tobacco Is filled to capacity. 
This condition is aggravated by the 
fact that transoceanic shipping avail- 
able for tohacoo transportation lias 
been exrcediimly sliort and In many 
cases almost ontindy laoiiinK. In spite 
of the fact titat millions of dollars 
worth of tobacco ark. already sold to 
foreign purchasers the markeU are 
stagnant in the face of inability to 
ship. This does not say tliat iliore is 
too much tolracco in America for pri's- 
ent demands for ilio reverse Is iriio 
but the market is stagnated on ac- 
count of the obstruction In commerce. 

FOREIGN CONDITIONa Conditions 
In foreign oountrles are such that 
some who have lately returned from 
Investigations In Europe described 
that continent as a toliacco vacuum 
due to the fact that there is scarcely 
any tobacco to be had outside the 
armies of occupation. The present 
immediate needs of Burgpe are ap- 
proximately 800,000,000 Iba. of Amer- 
ican tobadbo and tills will only supply 
the Immediate needs of manufacturers 
and dealers and should soon be fol- 
lowed by consinnments of 4nO,000,000 
lbs. for tbe early current needs of the 
ensuing year 

FX)RBIQN SUPPLIES. Europe Is suf- 
fering not only from a shortage of Im- 
ports but also from one of production. 
Turkish tobscco has practically dis- 
.ippeared from the world's market on 
account of the disruption of that coun- 
try and China Is supplying an inferior 
grade which Is being used in Turkish 
cigarette ■anutseturo. Thus we find 
Boropo ia« position to Uke Immense 
■nppliee of tobacco but the greatest 
potential market for America at tne 
present time, one capable of immense 
expansion. Is that of China. 

THE OUTLOOK FOR NEXT
